WASHINGTON, Slay 2G.— The Star last 


night said: The recent death ol Senator 
Miller, of California, has perhaya made 
some change in the political prospect 
with regard to the next Senate, ns well 
•s in the status of the present body. 
California ia cue of the States in the 
doubtful list as to the result of its com- 
ing Senatorial election, and the replace- 
ment of ft Bepnolican Senator with a 
Democrat with $20,000,000, and liberal 
in oontribntiDg toward party success, is 
calculated to help the 
Democrats. 


Whether Senator Hearst contemplates 
being a candidate for re-election him- 
self, or of aiding some other Democrat, 
is a potent agent in California politics. 
He is industrious in looking after official 
positions for his constituents. Of the 
nine Democrats, Hearst, Gray, Jones, 
of Florida, Gorman, George, Cockrill, 
Fair, Maiey and Camden, whose terms 
end next March, Gorman and Guorge 
hate already been re-elected. The 
others, with the possible exception of 
Hearst and Fair, are sure to be snc- 
•oeeied by Democrats. Aa to Nevada it 
is claimed that Senator Fair cau be re- 
turned if te desirei. Gray, Cockrell 
and Maiey will be their own successors. 
The Senate now stands forty-one Ee- 
pnblicans and thirty-five Democrats. 
Should ttte Democrats hold California 
and Nevada they would need two more 
seats to lie the Senate. They have a 
fighting chance to gaiu one of these in 
ludiana, as they have a majority of the 
hold-over State Senators. 
Still there is 


a dissatisfaction in the party and Sena- 
tor Harrison is very strong with the 
people of his State. His friends are 
working energetically to return him for 
another term. If the Democrats carry 
Indiana they will really be restricted to 
:New York, New Jersey and Connecti- 
cut for the two seats necessary to obtain 
a majority of one in the Senate. Should 
they get two of these States they might 
lose California aud Nevada, or both. 
The outlook favors Bepublioan ascend- 
ency in the next Senate, but by a ma- 
jority so slim that it will not exceed two 
or three votes.

The contract agrees to give » patent lo 
the applicant when tbe remaining sum 
of one dollar per acre is paid, this one 
dollar per acre intuit be paid a»y time 
within twenty-five (25) years and draws 
interest at six per cent per annum, and 
tlis interest must be paid annually. No 
portion of the one dollar per acre is re- 
ceived as part payment, the which or 
none must be paid wh«u due or when 
the applicant desires to pay. The time 
for making the contract is uncertain 
after application baa been made, be- 
cause the land tnust be asked ol the 
United States Government and no oou- 
tnct can be made nntil six months after 
the land is deeded to the Stats. It is 
therefore the duty of the Lind Office lo 
notify applicants when contract can be 
made and this is being done constantly. 
When the notioa is sent the privilege is 
given to either make contract or to pay 
in full aud receive patent. It 
often 


take* two years afler an application is 
made before a contract can bs issued; 
during this time ihe cluini of the appli- 
cant is not impaired and no interest is 
required. The first applicant is not al- 
ways tbe one who is allowed to pur- 
chase, for the preference is always given 
an actual settler. A bonafi.ie settler 
has ample time to obtain his land after 
some grasping individual has applied 
for if. The United States law gives a 
settler only 90 days after the plats of 
nuriey have been filed in the United 
States Land Office to make his entry; 
after that time his land is subject to 
entry by any citizen of the United 
States. The State law gives more time 
for it allows a settler six months after 
the land has been deeded to the State 
by the United States, and this deed is 
not made for at least a year after the 
land has been applied for. Thus it will 
be seen that the opportunity for getting 
land is much better and surer in the 
State Land Office than iu f-.f Uuited 
States Land Office.

WASHINGTON, May 2C.—Senator Stan- 


ford introduced iu the Senate to-day a 
bill authorizing the establishment ol ex- 
port tobacco factories and for a draw- 
back upon important articles used in 
the manufacturing of export tobacco, 
and the manufacture of other articles. 
The bill provides that where cans, man- 
ufactured in whole or in part of im- 
ported material, are filled with products 
grown in the United States and export- 
ed, the same shall be eniitled to a draw- 
back equal to the duty paid on the im- 
ported material entering into the manu- 
facture of eaid cans.
